APROCLAMAIION 


Concerning the Ads of Navigation, and Encouragement of Trade. 


CHARLES R. 


IDES IN E taking into Our Pꝛintely conſideration, of what impoꝛt it is to the Trade, Ship- 
*mHing. and Sea-men of this Dur Kingdom, That an Act, Entituled, An Act for the 
9 Increaſe of Shipping and Navigation, be in all the matters, clauſes , and things therein 
contained punctually obſerved: And an Addꝛels having been made unto Us the taſt 
SBeſlion of Parliament by Dur Houle of Commons, Shewing that ſeveral Goods 
and Perchandiſes have been Pmpozted contrary thereunto, to the great. diſcourage- 
went of ſuch Merchants who do honeſtly and truly obſerve the ſame, and Impoꝛt 
their Perchandiſes in ſuch manner, and from ſuch: places as is therein required. 
And whereas One other Act is paſſed this laſt Sefſionof Parliament, Entituled, An Act for the Encourage- 
ment of Trade, wherein are many matters of great advantage to this Dur Kingdom. if well obſerved; 
Ute habe thought fit, and do hereby with the Advice of Dur Council, Publiſh and Declare, and Dur 
CUilt and Pleaſure is, That both theſe Acts be punctually obſerved; And we hereby ſtrictly will and re- 
quire all Officers of Dur Cuſtoms, and all others whom it may concern, to imploy their utmoſt dilt- 
ence fo2 the due obſervation and execution of both the ſaid Acts, upon ſuch pains as by Lav they ſhall 
etome lyable unto, and the incurring Our utmoſt difpleaſure. And whereas by Dur P2oclamation of 
the Twentieth ol December, One thouſand ſix hundꝛed ſixty two, We did with the Advice of Dur Pꝛiby 
Council, Gꝛant to all Merchants, and other perſons. whatſoever, full and free Licenſe and Liberty to 
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Impoꝛt Nutmegs, Cinnamon, Cloves and Mate it any Engliſh Ships from any Pozts beyond the Seas 
into this Our Kingdom of England, Dominion of Yales, Illes of Guernſey, Jerſey, and Town of Berwick 
upon Twede, o2 anp of them, paping the Cuſtoms ind Duties thereof, attoꝛding to the Book of Bates 
in that behalf made and eſtabliſhed, until the Engliſſ Eaſt- India Company can ſerve this Dur Kingdom, 
and the Parts afozeſaid, with the ſame Commoditis from India, And Dur Pleaſure be thereupon pub- 
liſhed to the contrary, and that without any pain, pepalty,o? foꝛfeiture whatſoever fo2the ſame; Any thing 
in the Act fo2 Intreaſe of Shipping and Navigatim tothe contrary notwithſtanding, And whereas one 
pꝛintipal motive oꝛ reaſon moving Us thereunto, was the pꝛevention of Stealing Cuſtom foꝛ the ſaid Com- 
modity; But being infoꝛmed, that many perſons who do Impoꝛt the ſame, do continue their undue 
Pzactiſes, and ſtill defraud Us of Dur Dues , le habe thought fir by this Our further Pꝛoclamation, 
with the Advice of Dur Pꝛiby Council, to publiſh any Declare Dur Royal Will andPleaſure to be, That 
from and after the Twenty ninth of September follohing, no Merchant, oꝛ other perſon whatſoever ſhall 
have any benefit of that Dur Pꝛotlamation, but ſutſas ſhall befozeLading of any the ſaid Spices in any 
Pozts beyond the Seas, gibe notice of their intention of Lading the ſame, unto Dur Commiſſioners oz: 
Farmers of Dur Cuſtoms at the Cuſtoni-Houſe in London foꝛ the time being, with a particular Ynboyce 
of the ſeveral Spices intended by them to be Laden, with their Quantity, Quality, and name of the Ship, 
and aſter oz Commander of the Ship on which the] intend to lade them, and the place into which they in 
tendto Pmpozt the ſame, and ſhall habe a Licenſe under the Hands of Dur ſaid Commiſſioners oꝛ Farmers 
_ fo: the time being, oꝛ any thꝛee of them, foꝛ the Impiꝛting the ſame in ſuch Ship, fozſuch Pozt as afozeſaid ; 
CUhich ſaid Licenſe they are hereby authoꝛized and wquired to grant without any Fee, Gzatuity oz other 
Charge whatſoever, to the perſon demanding the ſane.. |
